that would be wrong from an econom­ 
ic standpoint in 
tha t it would destroy 
existing differentials. 


Ra ilwa y Men To Strike 


WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 
17—Govern­ 
ment plans to prevent the threatened 
railroad strik e, or, failing to prevent 
it, to protect the public interest once 
the strik e is under way , went steadily 
forward in Washington today . 
All of the machinery of government 
is being brought into action against 
this new menace to the nation's well 
being. 
The postoffice and war department« 
are co-operating on plans to k eep the 
mails moving at any cost. 
Airplane« , 
motor truck s and armed guards on the 
trains themselves 
will 
insure the 
prompt dispatch of mails, according 
to officials. 
At the departm ent of justice, the 
feasibility of seek ing an injunction 
to prevent the walk out is being ser­ 
iously considered. 
While preparedness plans were be­ 
ing brought to completion today of­ 
ficial Washington was holding its ear 
to the ground for the rumble frotm 
Chicago in response to the suggestion 
made by the public group of the rail­ 
way labor board that the carriers 
cut freight rates commensurately with 
the wage reductions already granted, 
the unions, meanwhile to withdraw 
the strik e order. 
This 
would provide a “breathing 
space” for all sides and enable the 
roads, the unions and the govern­ 
m ent’s conciliators to approach the 
problem 
of 
perm anent adjustm ent 
without the whip of national neces­ 
sity hanging over them. 
Meanwhile, the public group of the 
labor board went back into session 
with members of the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission today to see what 
can be done. 
The statem ent issued 
by the labor board members, suggest­ 
ing the roads cut rates in accordance 
with the wage cut already authorized, 
represents the total accomplishment 
of the conferences to date. 
President Harding feels, it is said, 
that the problem prim arily is one for 
the railway labor board and the I. C 
C. to work out. 
The whole contro­ 
versy between the carriers and their 
employ es hinges an wages and rates. 
T he Interstate Commerce Commie 
sion is the governm ent’s rate mak ing 
agency f and the labor board has a 
similar function to perform with re­ 
gard to the wages paid and work ing 
v uuuiiions. 
ineretore, adm inistration 
officials believe it is up to these two 
bodies to get together on some plan 
of relief. 
Despite the strik e order actually 
being issued, and wholly at variance 
with the outward aspect of the situa­ 
tion there is a distinct feeling in of­ 
ficial q uarters that the strik e never 
will be called. 
Publicly , officials will 
not venture the prediction, but priv­ 
ately they express the view that “both 
sides are bluffing to a great extent,” 
and that when it comes down to act­ 
ually stopping traffic they will find 
means of preventing it. 
Secretary of Labor Davis hurriedly 
returned to Washington today in re­ 
sponse to a summons from President 
Harding. 
He will sit in with the In­ 
terstate Commerce Commission and 
the labor board at the conferences 
here. 
It is probable too, that Secre­ 
tary of Commerce Hoover will tak e 
part.

The obsequial ceremonies held 
yesterday over war heroes’ bodies 
returned from the battlefields were 
exceptional, not only in probably 
being the final of funerals over 
returned bodies, but for the fact 
that one of those buried yesterday 
had been signally honored, post­ 
humously, by the nation. 
Private luigene (j. Watkins, Co 
K, 315th Infantry, 79 th Division, 
was awarded the Distinguished Set 
vice Cross, the highest honor the 
nation can pay to a soldier hero, lit 
was the only Bristol boy to receive 
this honor, and, as far as is known 
the only one of the Bristol conting 
ent who saw active service to be 
awarded distinction by his own or 
other nation. 


Eugene C. Watkins was kille 
by the bursting of a shrapnel shel 
near him while he was acting as 
a company runner, at Verdun. 
The Bristol soldier boy was on

The Juvenile court is the branch of the state government which exer­ 
cises the state's authority in determining that no child shall be denied 
proper parental care or guardianship. 
There is no fixed standard by 
which to judge just what proper care is. 
The standard advances as the 
eonuuunity’s interest and intelligence grows. 
It will be seen that of necessity the standard which the court uses as 
a guide is a minimum standard. 
Below that minimum standard the care 
given to a child must not fall. 
We can not as a community rest satisfied 
with minimum standards.

ture of these ideals in the youth. 
All constructive forces of the state and 
nation must work together to this end, beginning with the home—the 
foundation of our society, and continuing through the school, the church, 
the playground and the varied activities of the community which are 
aimed to develop the youth.

It m atters not 
whether it be an Abel, a Caesar, or a 
Lincoln that

crime is just as heinous. It m atters 
not whether it Is the rottenness of so­ 
ciety in Greek civilization or Ameri­

whether that of Philadelp hia or 
Bristol 
sin is the same defiling de­ 
grading decay, and the outcome can 
only be moral and sp iritual death. 
“Sin isn't any less sin because we 
change our ideas of it. God’s idea is 
the same, and until he abrogates the

iplete abandonment to the ways of sin. 
(But the effects cannot be confined or 
¡restrained to a single individual, but 
by influence, p ersuasion, association, 
¡and direct intention, another and ano- 
jther are brought to the same condi­ 
tion; sin bears its nuirk upon all ages, 
m aturity, old age. or youth, and upon 
man and woman. It is not p artial, it 
will ruin the character of the sweetest 
¡and purest. 
"Parents may look with tender love 
;upon the face of their sleeping infant, 
feel that indeed they are blessed with 
this precious little bundle of p urity, 
but sin can blast the hopes of those 
parents, and sully the p urity of that 
child, so that when manhood or wom­ 
anhood is reached, it shall be hated, 
shunned and scorned. 


“ You may establish a home, with 
all 
the comforts that can 
mak e a 


home attractive, you may tak e to it 
the best that education can 
afford, 
you may fill it with love, as p urr ana 
holy as heaven Itself, you ma> bear 
the song of a glad heart there all me

turn it inti* a very hell. 
You can tak e a young life, with all 
the 
winsomeness 
of 
youth, 
the 
strength and enthusiasm of bounding 
health, surround it with culture, and 
education, which may mak e that life 
an outstanding influence for good, but 
sin can smudge it. can shame it, sin 
can befoul it. and cast it out, into the 
gutter a loathsome thing. 
"A nation may boast of its wealth 
of lis nmnufacturies. 
its army, 
its 
navy, its schools, its prosperity, but 
sio ran send it into slavery, poverty 
strick en, debauched, sodden, and at

would be healed. So God has provided 
a remedy for sin, “He so loved the 
world that He gave His only begotten 
Son that whosoever belleveth in Him 
should not perish, but have everlast­ 
ing life.” 
“Jesus Christ is the remedy, where- 
ever the curse of sin is found. He is 
able to save all those who will look 
to Him and be healed.”
